SwedishDebt Now 


1427 Million Crowns 


The Swedish national debt, which 
from 
64S.OOO.OOO crowns, in 19.1-i in- 
creased during tho .war:-to a total or 
1557 000 000 crowns in 1920. had, on 
October 1. 1921, been brought down to 
1 427.000.000 crowns, of which 1.36i,- 
000.000 crowns was funded and 60,- 
(vnn'nnn floating debt. During. Septem- 
ber"aione no less than 77.000,009 was 
paid off on the floating debt. 
The note circuVatloh of the Swedish 


National bank, the only bank of is- 
sue at the beginning of 
1925, | 
amounted to 628.000.000 crowns, com- 
pared with a circulation of 760,000.- 
000 crowns at the beginning of 1921. 
showing a decrease during last year 
of. approximately 
125.000,000 crowns.; 


The metal reserve amounting to ap- '< 
prosirnately "275.000.000 crowns, dur- 
ing this period.'remained practically 
static.
